There ee ye no bell acne for fire during the past 
twelve months. Several incipient blazes have been ex- 
tinguished by- details of firemen... The apparatus is in 
good condition, extensive repairs having been made to 
the Gen. Taylor engine. 

During the year your engineers disposed of 400 feet of 
2 inch hose which had become unfit for further.use by 
the department, and bought 250 feet of 2 1-2 inch 
standard fire hose which fully meets the requirements of 
the Underwriters, and is guaranteed by a reliable manu- 
facturer. 

The situation in regard to hydrants remains the same 
as stated in our report of last year. Three out of the six 
cisterns have had no water in them during a part of the 
year. Your Board has tried all means at its disposal to 
have a cistern placed on the south side of the river be- 
tween the bridge and the Town hall without avail; There 
is a large amount of property unprotected in this section 
and it is the sincere wish of the Board that some action 
shall be taken at the coming town meeting in regard to 
this matter. 

Serious consideration should be given to the fact that 
automobiles and the. location of garages are extremely 
liable to make a fifire hazardous and some action by the 
town will be required by the passing of ordinances re- 
lating to them.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


We are able to report very little success in our efforts 
to carry out the recommendations of our Superintendent 
toward consolidation of the rural schools. 

Supposing that the parents at Westboro Corner were 
in favor of the plan, we made arrangements at the open- 
ing of the school year in September for the transpofta- 
tion of the pupils in that division to the Central school. 

A storm of protest was aroused and a petition signed 
by nearly every adult in the district, presented to the 
Board for a school there and we believed it best to re- 
open it which we did as soon as a suitable teacher could 
be procured. 

It appeared that nothing could be saved financially by 
the transportation of pupils from Bear Hill and Hemlock 
Corner and as some of the parents were very much 
opposed to having their children carried away, schools © 
have been maintained there as usual. 

The few pupils in Division 12 have been carried to 
Division 1 for the last. year at much less expense than the 
maintenance of a school. 

A resident Superintendent, knowing the needs of our | 
schools and willing to work for their betterment, has we 
believe, been a powerful factor in their advancement dur- 
ing the last two years, and we hope his services may be 
continued.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


Mrs. Jennie N. Dodge, Secretary School Board : 

I respectfully submit herewith my second annual report 
as superintendent of your schools: 

On the whole our schools are in good condition. We 
have a good corps of teachers, ample equipment, a definite 
plan of instruction, freedom from friction, and are getting 
good results, 

In all the schools we have endeavored to give the chil- 
dren thorough instruction in the fundamental studies and 
thus give them a proper start for the future along what- 
ever line that may be. In addition to this, teachers have 
beenurged to instruct thechildren inmanners and morals, 
a thing “modern education” seems too often to neglect. 
All the mental training in the world will avail but little 
if, along with this instruction, there is not systematically 
and tactfully taught the necessity and strength of proper 
conduct and honorable living. An extremely difficult and 
delicate subject to handle, especially in the higher grades, 
I believe, withal, that morals should be taught, thus 
strongly supplementing the work and influence of the 
home. 

The close observer will find many signs of advancement 
during the past year, In matters of discipline a marked 
improvement has been made. No cases of corporal pun- 
ishment have been reported, nor has any teacher been 
obliged to call upon the superintendent for assistance in 
maintaining discipline; in the Central school there has 
not been a whipping administered in two years while the 
deportment has been completely in accord with the rules. 

In the High school the work has been materially 
strengthened, especially in the English department. From 
a poorly equipped, uninteresting and irksome course, this 
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work has been enlarged and improved to such an extent 
that it has become, as it should, one of the most interest- 
ing and helpful of courses. Some idea of the quality of 
work done in the whole High school may be obtained 
from the fact that. out of one hundred eight. rigid, mid- 
year examinations there were but four failures. 

So far as his other duties would. allow, your.superin- 
tendent has endeavored to keep closely in touch with the 
work in all the schools.. Each district: school has been 
visited approximately évery month and the work care- 
fully: looked into. Teachers without..exception have 
seemed faithful in their work and anxious: to adopt the 
best things for their schools. Oy

Theschools greatly need your help in these matters. 
And with: home and school in real co-operation, we may, 
indeed, look with great hope upon the future-of those so 
much of whose development:rests in our hands.

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REPORT OF TREASURER OF TUCKER 
FREE LIBRARY. 


Another year has passed and it becomes the duty of 
the Treasurer of the Tucker Free Library to present his 
report to the citizens of the town, this being his seventh 
annual document. I can say very litle of interest different 
from what has been said in previous reports, viz: that the 
financial standing of the library seems to be in a healthy 
condition, both as regards the invested securities, and 
also the funds necessary for carrying on the legitimate 
work of the library from week to week. The treasury has 
been benefited by receiving the amount given by will of 
Mrs. Sarah P. Richardson, (this amount being two hun- 
dred dollars) from her executors. I would say that it 
is the intention of the Trustees to use this money for. 
some specific purpose, as soon as it can be made apparent 
what would be for the best interest of the patrons of the 
library. We would ask for suggestions from friends 
along that line. It will be noticed that we have taken 
from the income funds and purchased Concord & Mon- 
treal railroad stock to the value of three hundred and 
forty-eight dollars and fifty cents ($348.50) to be kept 
as a permanent investment. According to the terms of 
the Tucker will it is made obligatory on the part of the 
town to keep intact an amount equal in value to the 
original gift. As some securities were purchased at a 
premium which when they mature, will only bring their 
face value, it seemed to your trustees proper to provide 
available securities to meet any such deficiency. It has 
been the custom to allow the dividends on Savings bank 
books to accumulate for the same purpose; this year has 
been no exception to this rule, so that it can safely be said 
that the ‘Tucker invested fund is now equal in value to 
the original legacy. In regard to the expenses for the year 
they have not changed much from preceding years. The 
expense of librarians’ salary appears more this year than 
formerly, for the reason that they have received their 
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pay for six months before settlement, while in years past 
it has not been paid until March lst.- I would say that 
salary for librarians remains the same as other years, 
which we consider very low for the amount of work re- 
quired. We also consider ourselves fortunate in being 
able to retain the services of so capable and faithful a 
janitor, who does every thing for the best interest of all 
concerned. It is the desire of your treasurer that the 
management of library affairs shall always remain as 
harmonious as they have during the past year.
